No. 4-74/G.R- — The Central Government (Ministry 
of Education and Social Wellare), lave accorded appro- 
val vide their letter No. f. 3-10/73-1 M dated 27-6-1974 
to the following new Regulations hr M. Sc. Nursing 
examination : 

1.1. The duration of the coui.se or the degree of 
Master of Science in Nursing shall be two academic 
years and the examination shall be divided info two 
parts — viz., Part I consisting of firs'" and second semes- 
ters and Part II of third and fouith semesters. The 
examination in the first /third semester shall ordinarily 
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be held in November/December and again in April /May 
ol the following years along with second/fourth semester, 
on dates fixed by Syndicate. 

For f tiled candidates, a supplementary examination 
shall oruinanly be held in the month of July /August on 
a date fxed by Syndicate, 

1.2. The course for the degree of Master of Science 
in Nursing shall have three fields and a candidate shall 
offer one of them : — 

ti) Medical-Surgical Nursing; 

( i) Public Health Nursing; and 
(ni) Psychiatric Nursing. 

1.3. The last date for receipt Of admission form arid 
fee vu.h and without late fee of Rs. 5 shall be fixed by 

Syndicate. 

2. A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations with at least 50% marks in the aggregate 
shall be eligible to join first year (Part I) class of M.Se. 
(Nurs ng) course : — 

( i) B.Sc. (Nursing) Post-Basic examination of the 
Punjab University; 

or 
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W'U.Sc. (Nursing) Basic 
Pan jab University; 

or 

(c) Any other degree examination recognised by 
the Syndicate as equivalent to (a) or (b). 

Provided he produces certificates — 

(i) of possessing good health and mipimum of 
three years’ experience in Bed-side Nursing or 
Public Health Nursing; and 

(ii) of being n registered nurse and a registered 
mid*- wife fully qua tided for nursing of men, 
women and children. 

3.1. The examination in the first semester of Part I 
shall be open to a student wfco — 

(a) has passed not less than one semester previous- 
ly, the requisite examination as laid down in 
regulation 2; 

(b) has remained on the rolls of the college affiliat- 
ed for the M.Sc. (Nursing) c'ourse for one 
semester preceding tie examnlatkm and sub- 
mits the following certificates signed by the 
Principal of the college : — 

(i) of having satisfactory record of professional 
work and conduct; 

(ii) of havipg attended not less than 75% of 
lectures and practical! held in each of the 
subjects prescribed fir the first semester, 

3.2. The examination in Se<x>nd/Third/Fourth Semes- 
ter shall be open to a student who has qualified in the 
various subjects as laid down in Regulation 7 and has 
remained on the rolls of the college affiliated for the 
M.Sc. (Nursing) course for the Semester concerned 
preceding th e examination and submits the following 
certificates signed by the Principal of the college :■ — 

(i) of having satisfactory reebrd of professional 
work and conduct; and 

(ii) of having attended not less than 75% of lec- 
tures and practical prescribed for the Semester 
concerned. 

3.3. The Principal of the College shall have authority 
to condone a deficiency to the extent of 10% of the re- 
quired number of lectures and practicals. 

4. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a 
candidate for each Semester examination or a part there- 
of shall be Rs. 50. 

5. The medium of examination shall be English. 

6.1. Every candidate shall be examined according to 
the syllabus approved by the Senate, He shall submit 
three copies of his Project Report/Thesis so as to reach 
the Registrar by March 31 of the fourth semester exami- 
nation. 

6.2. There shall be Internal Assessment for which 
marks shall be reserved as follows : — 

Theory papers — 30% each. 

Thesis — 50% . 

7.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 

ahall be— y 

(i) 50% in each theory paper; 


(ii) 50% in each practical; 

(iii) 50% in thesis; and 

(iv) 50% in each Internal Assessment. 

7.2. If a candidate fails in any subject he shall have 
to qualify afresh in internal assessment each time he 
takes examination in. that subject. 

7.3. If a candidate qualifies in at least 50 per cent 
of I he subjects of the first and second semesters, he 
shall be allowed to qualify in the remaining subject/ 
subjects at the supplementary examinatipn July/ 
Augist ol the same year. 

If he fails to qualify in the remaining subject/subjects 
at the supplementary examination, he shall have to re- 
peat the whole ciourse. 

If he does not clear all the subjects of the first and 
second semesters withip two years of his admission to 
the first year class, he shall not be allowed to sit for or 
to a ppear in the examination and shall not be allowed 
to continue with the course. 

7.4. A candidate who qualifies in at least 75 per cent 
of the subjects of the first and second semesters may 
be a lowed to join provisionally the third semester class 
and to appear in the remaining subjects of the first and 
secojrd semesters along with third semester examination. 
If he does not qualify in the remaining subjects of the 
first and sec'ond semesters, his result of the thin! semester 
examination t hall be cancelled and he shall have to re- 
peat the whoie course. 

7.5. If a candidate qualifies in at least 50 per cent 
of tic subjects of the third and fourth semesters, he 
shall be allowed to qualify in the remaining subject/ 
subje;ts at toe supplementary examination In July/ 
Augist of the same year. 

If he fails to qualify in the remaining subject/subjccts, 
he stall have to repeat the whole course. . 

8.1. As soon as possible after the examination, the 
Registrar shall publish the result of all candidates. 

8.2. Successful candidates shall be clarified as under, 
on the total aggregate number of marks obtained in 
Part I and Part II examinations taken together : — 

(a) those who obtain 75% or more marks In a 
subject /s and/or agregate Distinction In the 
subjcct/s concerned and/or aggregate. 

(b) those who obtain 60% or more marks— First 
Division. 

(c) those who obtain 50% or more marks but less 
than 60% Second division.
